2. Tochoose by ballot a Library Trustee for ensuing three years. 


3. ‘To choose by major vote a Collector of Taxes, Surveyors of 
Highways, Fence Viewers, Measurers of Wood, Surveyors of Timber 
and Lumber and all other necessary town officers. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will raise for the town 
schools, above what is required by law. 


5. To see if the town will raise $300 to pay the tuitions of town 
scholars at the Academy, the unexpended balance, if any, to be used 
for any town purposes. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will raise for the Public 
Library above what is required by law. 

7. ‘To see what sum of money the town will raise for Highways. 

8. To see what sum’of money .the town will raise. for town ex- 
penses. ; 
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9. To see if the town will raise $75 for completing drain, grading, 
and other improvements in cemetery. 

10. To see if the town will raise money to pave the gutters 
wholly, or in part, of Providence Hill, the people in that vicinity, both 
in Atkinson and Salem, offering to contribute not less than $50 in labor 
for this purpose. 

11. To see if the town will raise money to change the double 
desks in town school-houses for single desks and seats. 


12. ‘To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.

LOCATION OF BRIDGE WORK DONE THIS YEAR. 


That done under supervision of C. F. Noyes was the taking up 
and relaying the stone bridge at foot of hill on road between brick 
school-house, East road, and brick church, and the widening and 
clearing of stone bridge on road leading from F. W. Greenough’s to 
Plaistow. 


E. E. Sawyer’s bridge work was the repairing of abutments on 
bridge near J. P. A. Perry’s, building new stone bridge near G. A. 
Sawyer’s and clearing stone bridge near his house. 


Under H. H. Brickett, the abutments to the Albert Little dry 
bridge (so-called) were almost entirely relaid and new stringers and 
plank placed thereon; and the bridge between John A. Hall’s and 
A. J. Hall’s was supplied with new stringers and plank. 


Under John H. Smith, the dry bridge between A. A. Dow’s and 
Levi Taylor’s was renewed with stringers and plank. 


The Hitchcock bridge abutments have been partially relaid and 
new plank purchased and stringers ready, but not laid on account of 
ground freezing. ‘This is the principal part of the work on bridges ; 
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and this description of it is given especially for reference as to the time 
it was done for those who may have the care of the same work some 


years hence.

SCHOOL BOAKE: 


The following brief report is submitted for the year ending March 
1a he AOR Bi 


SCHOOL NO.-1: 


The spring term of this school began April 16, and closed June 28, . 
being eleven weeks in length. It was attended by eleven different 
pupils with an average daily attendance of 9, or about 82 per cent. 


The fall term began September 4, and continued for twelve weeks, 
with the same pupils in attendance, and with an average daily atten- 
dance of nearly 98 per cent. 


The winter term of seven weeks commenced December 10, and 
closed January 25. Whole number of pupils, 12; average attendance, 
10, or 83 per cent. 


Teacher for the year, Miss Ora L. Ordway of Hampstead. 


The names of Mildred Emerson, Fred Smith, Maud Smith and 
Pansy Smith appear on the roll of perfect attendance for two terms ; 
and those of Eva Clevesy, Wallace Clevesy and Maurice Given for one 
term. 
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SCHOOL NO. 2. 


The spring term of this school began April 2, and continued for 
twelve weeks, closing June 27. Whole number of scholars, 9; 
average daily attendance, 8, or nearly 89 per cent. The teacher was 
Miss Eva I. Dodd of Haverhill, Mass. 


The fall term began September 4, with the same teacher in charge 
and continued with some interruptions until November 6, when it was 
closed owing to the ill health of Miss Dodd. It was re-opened Nov- 
ember 12 with Miss E. Louise Tuxbury, also of Haverhill, as teacher, 
and finally closed on November 30. No figures are given in the reg- 
ister to show how long the school was actually in session, but from the 
wages paid the different teachers it would seem to have been a little 
over twelve weeks. Whole number of pupils, 13; average attendance 
‘Ll, or, 84 per cent. | 

The winter term was also taught by Miss Tuxbury, and was seven 
and four-fifths weeks in length, closing January 31. Whole number of 
scholars, 15 ; with an average daily attendance of nearly 14, or, 90 per 
cent. 


Lena Conley was present at every session of the school during the 
whole year ; Clifton Bartlett and Elsie Conley during two terms ; Lewis 
Chase, Hazel Little and Howard Whitaker during one term. 


SCHOOL NO. 3. 


The spring term of this school commenced April 9, and ended 
June 22, being eleven weeks in length. It was taught by Miss Jean- 
nette L. Gibbs of Merrimac, Mass.; and was attended by eighteen 
pupils—eleven girls and seven boys. As the register was evidently 
not filled out in a correct manner, no average attendance or per cent. 
can be reported. 

The fall term began September 11, and closed November 27, 
being eleven weeks in length. Whole number of pupils, 21, with an 
average daily attendance of 18. 


The winter term was seven weeks in length beginning December 
10, and closing January 25. Whole number of scholars attending this 
term, 16; average attendance, 12. 


* 
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Both fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Mabel D. Barnes 
of Haverhill, Mass. We are sorry that the good attendance that charac- 
terized the fall term was not continued during the winter term, the 
per cent. of attendance dropping from 90 to 79. 


Harry B. Tuttle was not absent during two terms, and Arthur G. 
Chute and Hattie Chute during one term. 


SCHOOL NO. 4. 


The spring term of this school began April 2, and ended June 22, 
and was thirteen weeks in length. Whole number of different pupils 
registered, 9, with an average daily attendance of nearly 8, or 96 
per cent. | 


The fall term was twelve weeks in length beginning September 10," 
and ending November 28. Whole number of scholars in attendance, 
14, with an average daily attendance of 98 per cent. 


The winter term began December 3, and closed January 25, mak- 
ing a term of seven weeks in length. Whole number of pupils attend- 
ing this term, 13, with an average daily attendance of nearly the same 
number, thus proving that there could have been but very few absences 
from school during this term. ‘The names of pupils who have not been 
absent for one term are Herbert Colley, Arthur H. Sawyer, Nellie A. 
Welch, Etta M. Cummings and Sarah Cummings. For two terms, 
Ethel A. Damon, and for three terms, Clifford A. Sawyer, who has not 
been absent during the year. 


SCHOOL NO. 5. 


A single term only, of this school has been kept during the past 
year. It began December 3, and at the time of writing is still in ses- 
sion, and will close February 22, and will be twelve weeks in length. 
The member of the board who visited the school, reports that he 
found it in good condition and the children interested in their studies, 
and doing well. ‘Teacher, Alice George of Haverhill, Mass. 

After taking a general review of our schools of the past year, we 
are pleased to report that no very serious difficulties have occurred in 
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any one of them. In some of them, it is true, that not so much has 
been accomplished as we had hoped for and had good reason to expect 
at the beginning of the year. In other instances, the result has ex- 
ceeded our most sanguine expectations. It will be seen that with the 
exception of one school, the per cent. of attendance has been quite 
large throughout the year, being 90 per cent. of the average member- 
ship, and taken as a whole, we have good reason to think that a good 
degree of improvement has been made during the year that has just 
closed. But in one of our schools, there seems to have been an indif- 
ference, to say the least, on the part of some of the parents (judging 
from the absences recorded in the school register) as to whether their 
children were attending the school or not. ‘This is altogether wrong, 
as all must admit. We are clearly of the opinion, concurred in by 
every one, whether as teacher or otherwise who has had any experience 
in our schools, that only for the most urgent reasons should a child be 
allowed to stay away from school; that in order to obtain the best re- 
sults, the attendance should be continuous; and that the too common 
practice of allowing a child to remain at home for some trivial reason, 
cannot fail of being injurious to the pupil, and detrimental to the wel- 
fare of the school. We are gratified to announce that the number of 
pupils who have attended our schools, has increased somewhat during 
the year—a fact which ought to encourage our citizens. Whether 
this increase is to be permanent or not, time only will determine. 
Judging from the past, we are fearful that such will not be the case. 
Twenty-five years ago we had a much larger population than at 
present, and consequently a greater number of scholars. In the year 
1875, forty-five students from this town attended the Academy, nearly 
all of whom paid their tuition and purchased their own books and 
supplies. Now, with free tuition and free books, we have only about 
one-fourth of that number. Why, in a town so well situated as ours—— 
with a record of being one of the healthiest towns in the State—free 
from the evil influences of saloons, and the vices generally connected 
therewith —with a good soil and contiguous to the best of markets, 
where all of our surplus productions can be easily and profitably dis- 
posed of —with no lawyers to stir up strife between our citizens —free 
from debt, with a low tax rate, and a comparatively large surplus in 
our treasury — why, we repeat, with all the advantages we have enum-

ATKINSON FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Trustees of the Public Library respectfully present their an- 
nual report for the year ending February 15, 1901: 

Our Library is becoming more valuable each year. Its growth 
the past year has been gratifying. We have added 112 books. Some 
of these have been donated by thoughtful friends, but most of them 
. have been purchased. Some have been added to complete sets of 
standard authors; others have been those of recent publication. 

The need of a standard encyclopzedia, so long felt, has been met. 
Hon. Wm. C. Todd, who has so often remembered Atkinson, has do- 
nated to the Library an edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica, in ten 
volumes. For purposes of reference, it will be invaluable. The 
Trustees sent to Mr. Todd the following vote of appreciation : 

“‘We accept, with grateful appreciation, the gift of ten volumes 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica, made by Hon. Wm. C. Todd. ‘The 
gift was timely as we were in need of such a work of reference, but 
felt unable to purchase it. For ourselves, as Trustees, and in behalf 
of the town, we tender to Mr. Todd our heartfelt thanks. | May he be 
spared many years, and may the memory of his many benefactions 
abide to cheer and sustain him in his advancing age.”’

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The Reading Club have continued to remember the Library, by 
the gift of seven choice books, and 18 volumes of the standard maga- 
zines. ‘The magazines we secure for the cost of binding. They. are 
Harper’s, Scribner’s, The Century and The Review of Reviews. ‘The 
New England Magazine is added by the generosity of E. E. Sawyer. 

Most of the articles in these reviews are of permanent value and 
are greatly enlarging the usefulness of the Library. Other donors of 
one or more books are Admiral Belknap, Mrs. Moody Currier, Frank 
E. Steele, Miss A. L. Page, Mrs. Geo. N. Cross and Geo. H. Scott. 

These additions have necessitated an increase of shelf room at an 
expense of $7.25. ; 

The services of Mrs. Albert Gilbert as Librarian have been contin- - 
ued. She does her work well, and to the satisfaction of the Trustees 
and the patrons of the Library. The rent of room and salary of Libra- 
rian amount to $50.00. 

As the Library increases in age, many of the-most popular books 
have to be rebound or replaced. We have recently had several vol- 
umes rebound. 

Rear-Admiral Belknap presented the Library with a fine portrait 
of himself. By the generosity of Miss M. A. Page, this has been put 
into a fine gilt frame, and now adorns the walls of the Library Room., 
The sign “ Public Library”’ over the outside door, now indicates that 
we have a Library, and where it is kept. 

The Library is getting a strong hold upon the reading public. In- 
terest in it does not diminish. Thirty-two new cards have been 
issued. ‘The average weekly issue has been thirty. The number of 
patrons, 132. To foster this interest and increase it, and to maintain a 
healthy growth, the Trustees renew their request of last year, that the 
town appropriate at least $100 the coming year, for the support of the 
Library.
